Tran  places  second 
in  coloring  contest

Contest  sponsored  by  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Science  recently. 

Tran’s  entry  for  the  7-to-12 
age  group  went  on  to  win  second 
place  among  the  30  newspapers 
competing  in  the  contest. 

The  wmning  entry  for  Tran's 
age  group  came  from  Lori 
Wong,  11,  of  Wayland,  who 
competed  in  the  contest  through 
the  Wayland  Town  Crier.  Wong 
won  a  year’s  membership  to  the 
museum  for  herself  and  her 
family;  Tran  was  awarded  the 
second  place  certificate  and  a 
two-day  pass  for  himself  and  his 
family. 

The  winner  of  the  3-to-7  age 
group  was  Andrea  Jackson,  6,  of 
Lynn,  who  entered  through  the 

Lynn  Item. 

Award  certificates  were  pre¬ 
sented  at  the  museum  recently. 
All  winners  from  participating 
newspapers  received  passes  to 
the  museum  for  themselves  and 
their  family. 

Dana  Wilson,  director  of  mar¬ 
keting,  said  there  were  over 
2,000  entries  to  the  coloring 
contest,  which  was  run  in 
connection  with  the  current 
exhibit,  “CHINA:  7,000  Years  of 
Discovery,”  at  the  museum. 
Two  winners  were  selected  from 
each  newspaper,  and  two  overall 
winners  were  chosen  from  the  60 
winning  entries  to  the  30  news¬ 
papers. 

‘  ‘The  winners  should  feel  very 
proud  of  their  work,”  Wilson 
said.  “We  received  so  many 
colorful  and  creative  entries  that 
it  was  very  difficult  to  choose  the 
winners.” 


CCBA  wants  support  at  hearing 

A  public  hearing  on  the 
Chinese  Consolidated  Bene¬ 
volent  Association’s  plan  to 
develop  20  units  of  family 
housing  on  an  R-7  site  on 
Tremom  Street  in  Boston  will  be 
held  on  Mon.,  Nov.  25. 

The  7  p.m.  meeting  will  be 
conducted  by  city  officials  at  the 
Church  of  All  Nations  at  333 
Tremont  St. 

A  recent  CCBA  memorandum 
from  Paul  Chan,  project  coor¬ 
dinator  for  the  Chapter  705 
housing  development,  urged  all 
service  agencies  in  the  Chinese 
American  community  to  attend 
the  hearing  in  support  of  the 
project. 

“We  have  met  with  the  Bay 
Village  Neighborhood  Associa¬ 
tion’s  Land  Use  Committee 
twice  and,  as  expected,  the 
meetings  were  not  productive  at 
all,”  the  memo  stated.  “We  do 
expect  an  all-out  effort  by  Bay 
Village  to  oppose  the  proposal 
and  we  hope,  with  your  help,  we 
can  rally  enough  support  to 
counter  that.” 

A  second  hearing  on  the 
housing  project  is  expected  to 
take  place  in  mid-December 
before  the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority,  according  to 
Chan. 

In  a  related  matter,  the  CCBA 
will  hold  an  “internal  communi¬ 
ty  presentation”  of  the  sche¬ 
matic  plan  for  the  project  on 
Wed.,  Nov.  20,  at  5  p.m. 

The  presentation  will  be  held 
at  CCBA  headquarters  at  90 
Tyler  St.,  Boston.

For  over  a  year  and  a  half, 
Asian  American  families  at  312 
and  314  Shawmut  Ave.  in  the 
South  End  have  joined  together 
as  a  group  to  fight  against 
evictions  and  to  try  and  improve 
their  living  conditions. 

During  this  time,  four  differ¬ 
ent  landlords  interested  in  de¬ 
veloping  luxury  apartments  or 
condominiums  have  bought 
these  buildings  and  —  because 
the  tenants  refused  to  move  — 
had  in  turn  re-sold  them  to  the 
next  buyer.  As  the  two  buildings 
changed  hands,  their  purchase 
price  increased  rapidly  from 
$400,000  to  $1  million. 

Recently,  the  tenants  had  to 
make  a  (difficult  decision.  The 
families  could  either  remain  on 
Snawmut  Avenue  or  accept 
$21 ,000  each  to  move  out  in  less 
than  a  month  and  a  half. 

Several  families  wanted  to 
buy  a  house  together  so  they 
would  not  have  to  face  eviction 
notices  or  harassment  from 
landlords.  Others  felt  that  rents 
in  Boston  were  too  high ,  and  that 
it  was  better  to  stay  on  and 
continue  to  fight  off  new  owners. 

The  $21,000  offered  by  the 
current  owners  of  312  and  314 
Shawmut  Ave.  is  the  largest 
‘buy-out’  ever  in  Boston.  Still, 
many  of  the  tenants  saw  the 
reality:  the  $21,000  buy-out  is 
not  as  much  as  it  may  seem  since 
rents  for  a  two-bedroom  apart¬ 
ment  in  the  South  End  or 
elsewhere  in  Boston  go  for  as 
much  as  $600  to  $1,000  per 
month.  The  money  would  only 
last  a  couple  of  years  —  unless 
the  tenants  could  buy  affordable 
houses. 

There  was  little  time  for  the 
tenants  to  make  a  group  deci¬ 
sion. 

Meanwhile,  the  Chinatown 
Housing  and  Land  Development 
Task  Force  and  the  Legal  Ser¬ 
vices  Institute  in  Jamaica  Plain 


had  been  supporting  the  tenants 
over  the  19-month  period  .  They 
helped  the  tenants  fight  for  their 
rights  by  going  to  court  against 
evictions  and  by  negotiating 
with  the  owners  for  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  apartment  build¬ 
ings. 

The  tenants  have  now  decided 
to  accept  their  landlords’  offer.. 
It  was  a  group  decision,  and  the 
Task  Force  and  the  Legal  Ser¬ 
vices  Institute  wholly  support 
the  agreement. 

Many  tenants,  of  course,  had 
mixed  feelings  about  the  settle¬ 
ment.  Many  of  them  said  they 
would  miss  their  ‘  ‘big  family’  ’  at 
312  and  314  Shawmut  Ave. 

Some  had  lived  in  the  same 
building  for  more  than  10  years. 
Others  were  tired  of  having  no 
heat  or  hot  water  —  and  of 
having  to  go  to  court  to  fight  for 
their  rights.  Now  some  of  them 
will  be  able  to  make  a  down 
payment  on  a  house. 

Although  most  tenants  would 
like  to  have  a  large  sum  of  money 
as  settlement  for  moving  out  of 
their  apartments,  buy-outs  are 
not  common.  There  are  no  laws 
that  force  a  landlord  to  pay  his  or 
her  tenants  for  moving  out.  A 
buy-out  —  if  any  is  offered  —  is 
usually  decided  between  the 
landlord  and  tenants  through 
negotiations,  and  the  most  suc¬ 
cessful  negotiations  can  only 
take  place  when  the  tenants 
work  together. 

Fortunately  for  the  families  on 
Shawmut  Avenue,  the  current 
owners  were  very  generous  in 
their  monetary  offer  and  honest 
in  their  dealings.  The  two 
parties  got  what  they  each 
wanted:  the  owners  got  their 
condominiums,  and  the  tenants 
got  $21,000  each  and,  we  hope,

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Roache  to  name  Lee  as  liaison

-  Police  Officer  Theodore  C. 
Lee,  an  eight-year  veteran  in  the 
Boston  Police  Department,  will 
be  named  as  the  BPD’s  first 
Asian  community  liaison  officer, 
a  police  superintendent  told  The 
SAMPAN  last  Sunday. 

The  appointment  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  at  a  press  conference  at 
the  Josiah  Quincy  School  on 
Thur.,  Nov.  21,  said  Supt. 
Joseph  C.  Carter,  chief  of  the 
BPD's  Bureau  of  Neighborhood 
Services. 

Lee’s  appointment  will  cap  a 
long-standing  demand  by  Asian 
American  community  leaders 
and  activists  who  have  pres¬ 
sured  the  BPD  to  establish  the 
liaison  as  a  more  effective  tool  in 
combatting  anti-Asian  crimes  in 
the  City. 

Currently  assigned  to  Area  A, 
Lee,  31,  was  recommended  to 
Police  Commissioner  Francis  M. 
Roache  by  a  team  of  interview¬ 
ers  that  included  Richard  Gatto 
(Roache’s  assistant),  Marilyn 
Lee-Tom  (Mayor  Raymond  L. 
Flynn’s  Asian  liaison),  CCBA 
President  David  Wong,  Carter, 
and  Stephen  Yee,  moderator  of 
the  Quincy  School  Community 
Council. 

Lee  will  report  directly  to 


Carter,  and  will  be  stationed  at 
police  headquarters  at  154  Ber¬ 
keley  St. 

He  will  be  expected  to  develop 
outreach  programs  with  neigh¬ 
borhood  groups,  meet  regularly 
with  residents  and  business 
people  in  the  Asian  American 
community  to  develop  solutions 
to  crime  problems  and  policing 
issues,  and  act  as  police  spokes¬ 
person  at  community  meetings 
and  other  occasions. 

A  1983  Boston  College  grad¬ 
uate  in  Business  Management, 
Lee  joined  the  BPD  on  Nov.  2, 
1977  and  was  assigned  to 
District  4  (Area  D),  then  to 
District  1  (Area  A)  on  Nov.  6, 
1978. 

He  was  laid  off  for  four 
months,  from  October  1981  to 
February  1982,  as  a  result  of 
Proposition  2  1/2. 

Lee  worked  in  a  family  restau¬ 
rant  and  as  a  food  service  worker 
at  the  Belmont  Country  Club 
before  he  joined  the  BPD.  In 
1984,  he  received  a  Citizen’s 
Letter  of  Commendation  from 
Charles  H.  Gibbon  Jr.,  principal 
of  the  Josiah  Quincy  School,  for 
his  police  work  and  his  ‘  ‘concern 
for  the  welfare  of  children.” 

“Teddy”  Lee  is  married  with 
one  child  and  lives  in  a  Boston 
suburb. 


TALKING  POLITICS 

S.B.  Woo,  others  say  the  field 
is  open  to  all  Asian  Americans

About  30  people  showed  up  at 
St.  Elizabeth’s  Hospital  Keith 
Auditorium  in  Brighton  last 
Sunday,  Nov.  17,  to  hear  Dela¬ 
ware  Lieutenant  Govenor  Shien 
Biau  Woo  and  several  local 
Asian  American  politicians  dis¬ 
cuss  their  involvement  in  the 
American  political  process. 

Woo,  the  keynote  speaker  on 
the  panel,  “Asian  Americans  in 
Politics,”  was  joined  by  Lexing¬ 
ton  Town  Member  Chang-Chih 
Chao,  Brookline  School  Com¬ 
mittee  Member  Terry  Kwan, 
and  May  Louie,  chairperson  for 
the  Rainbow  Coalition  In  Bos¬ 
ton. 

The  four  panelists  agreed  that 
Asian  Americans  must  be  will¬ 
ing  to  face  certain  responsibili¬ 
ties  and  obligations  if  they  were 
to  secure  their  positions  as 
participants  in  the  ‘  ‘democratic 
political  process.” 

Woo,  a  professor  of  physics  at 
the  University  of  Delaware,  was 
bom  in  Shanghai  in  1937.  He 
received  his  degrees  from 
Georgetown  College  and  Wash¬ 
ington  University  in  St.  Louis, 
Mo.  In  November  1984,  Woo,  a 
Democrat,  was  elected  to  a 
four-year  term  as  Delaware’s 
second  highest  ranking  politi¬ 
cian. 

“Because  this  country  and  the 
state  of  Delaware  have  given  me 
so  much,  I  want  to  pay  them  back 
as  much  as  I  can  through  public 
service,”  said  Woo,  a  charis¬ 
matic  speaker  who  calls  himself 
“an  American  by  choice.” 

The  diminutive  father  of  two 


said  he  had  incorporated  his 
Chinese  background  alongside 
his  belief  in  the  “American 
Dream,  "  and  bad  successfully 
made  himself  a  distinctive  and 
individual  political  personality. 

Woo  said  the  image  of  the 
Chinese  immigrant  (the  foreign¬ 
er),  which  in  the  beginning  was 
seen  as  an  obstacle  to  his 
political  career,  had  been  de¬ 
liberately  converted  into  a  posi¬ 
tive  image.  In  fact,  the  image 
had  become  a  great  asset  in 
terms  of  name  and  face  recogni¬ 
tion. 

“There  is  nothing  to  fear  but 
fear  itself,”  Woo  said,  quoting 
the  words  of  President  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt,  in  describing  his 
belief  in  the  “Great  American 
Success”  story.  It  is  a  story  in 
which  Woo  himself  has  set  the 
standards  for  all  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans. 

Woo  told  the  audience  that 
when  he  first  launched  his 
campaign  for  lieutenant  govern¬ 
or  people  had  told  him, 
“  ‘You’ve  got  a  Chinaman’s 
chance  of  victory, '  ’  ’  meaning  he 
had  no  chance  to  win  at  all. 

These  days,  he  said,  he’d 
smile  and  say,  “  ‘A  Chinaman's 
chance  is  as  good  as  any 
man’s.’  ” 

Both  Chao  and  Kwan,  like 
Woo,  stressed  the  importance  of 
“involvement”  for  all  Asian 
Americans  —  whether  it  be  in 
education  or  in  some  other 
community  participation. 

In  a  simple  but  effective 
experiment,  Chao,  a  physicist,

FDA  says  TSse  Koo  Choy  powder 
is  unsafe,  useless  as  medicine 


"Tse  Koo  Choy"  powder,  a 
traditional  Chinese  children’s 
medication  found  in  Chinese 
stores  in  the  United  States,  may 
contain  a  toxic  amount  of  a 
Hazardous  form  of  mercury  and 
should  not  be  sold,  purchased  or 
used,  the  US  Food  and  Drug 
Administration  warned  recent¬ 
ly. 

After  a  report  to  the  agency  of 
a  New  York-area  child  being 
poisoned  by  the  powder,  FDA 
investigators  purchased  the 
powder  in  stores  specializing  in 
Chinese  goods.  Tests  by  FDA’s 
New  York  Import  District  re¬ 
vealed  that  the  product  contain¬ 
ed  as  much  as  3.04  percent  of 
mercury,  or  as  much  as  seven 
times  the  level  listed  on  the 
label. 


Jill  Cheng  helps  agency  spend  its  money 


Making  finiancial  decisions  to 
meet  personal  needs  can  be  a 
struggle  —  especially  when  you 
have  limited  resources. 

But,  image  how  tough  it  is  to 
decide  how  a  fixed  amount  of 
United  Way  dollars  should  be 
divided  among  187  local  agen¬ 
cies  that  together  help  more 
than  a  million  people  in  need. 

That’s  exactly  what  Jill 
Cheng,  of  Seaver  Street  in 
Brookline,  does  as  a  ‘  ‘citizen-re¬ 
view"  volunteer  for  the  United 
Way  of  Massachusetts  Bay, 
which  is  now  running  its  50th 
anniversary  campaign  to  raise  a 
record  $39  million. 

She  is  among  150  people  from 
diverse  racial,  cultural,  and 
professional  backgrounds  who, 
for  the  next  four  years,  will 
assess  how  well  citizen  needs 
are  met  by  United  Way  agencies 
and  how  best  contributions  are 
to  be  spent. 

Other  citizen -review  volun¬ 
teers  from  the  Asian  American 
community  are  Peter  Law,  Dr. 
Henry  Yang,  and  Caroline  J. 
Chang.  Throughout  each  year, 
the  volunteers  will  review,  then 
recommend,  allocations  for 
several  United  Way  agencies  in 
the  state. 

‘  This  process  allows  volun¬ 
teers  to  channel  money  to 
important  services  in  more  than 
80  local  communities  as  well  as 
see  to  it  that  essential  operating 
costs  are  maintained,”  says 
Cheng,  president  of  Cheng  and 
Tsui  Publishing  Company  in 
Boston.

Due  to  misinformation  from 
the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Services,  The  SAMPA.N 
had  listed  Chin  and  Hinh  Chau 
as  the  two  nominees  in  its  Nov.  6 
issue. 


“It’s  important  to  visit  each 
agency  and  assess  its  objectives, 
programs,  financial  and  mana¬ 
gerial  operations,  and  the  target 
groups  served.”  The  volunteers 
will  also  examine  agencies  ap¬ 
plying  for  support  for  the  first 
time. 

Cheng  adds  that  recommend¬ 
ing  how  the  donated  money 
should  be  spent  is  more  difficult 
than  ever  before.  As  a  result  of 
cutbacks  in  public  funding  and 
dramatic  increases  in  the  need 
for  human  services,  many  agen¬ 
cies  are  forced  to  rely  more  on 
the  United  Way. 

Of  every  dollar  donated  to  the 
agency,  12  cents  go  toward 
administrative  and  fund-raising 
expenses.  The  other  88  cents  are 
allocated  to  the  various  com¬ 
munity  service  providers. 

The  volunteers'  work  involves 
hundred  of  hours.  For  Cheng, 
who  is  also  serving  her  first  year 
as  a  member  of  the  agency’s 
board  of  directors,  being  a 
citizen-review  volunteer  is  worth 
all  the  time  and  effort. 

"I've  learned  so  much  about 
agencies,"  says  Cheng,  who 
recently  received  a  United  Way 
award  for  six  years  of  service. 
"When  I  read  about  them  in  the 
papers,  I  can  appreciate  all  that 
they  go  through  to  maintain  the 
quality  and  breadth  of  ser¬ 
vices.” 


The  mercury  found  in  the 
powder  was  not  a  contaminant, 
according  to  the  FDA;  calomel, 
or  mercurous  chloride,  is  a 
deliberate  ingredient  in  the 
product.  However,  no  safe  level 
of  ingestion  of  mercurous  chlor¬ 
ide  has  been  established  for  any 
medical  purpose. 

Calomel  was  once  widely  used 
in  a  variety  of  pediatric  drug 
products,  but  was  associated 
with  a  form  of  chronic  mercuiy 
poisoning  call  acrodynia  or 
"pink  disease.” 

With  this  disease  —  a  mild 
form  of  mercury  poisoning  — 
the  extremities  become  particu¬ 
larly  pink  and  the  child  may 
suffer  apathy,  insomnia,  and 
painful  skin  lesions.  When  the 
poisoning  is  severe,  victims  may 
exhibit  tremors,  slurred  speech 
and  impaired  gait. 

In  Great  Britain,  after  calomel 
was  prohibited  as  a  drug  ingre¬ 
dient  in  1960,  there  was  a  sharp 
decrease  in  chronic  and  fatal 
mercury  poisonings.  In  the  U.S., 
calomel  is  considered  a  "Cate¬ 
gory  II"  ingredient  —  not  safe 
and  not  effective  for  nenpre- 
scription  drugs. 

Tse  Koo  Choy  is  labeled  for 
use  in  infants  and  children  who 
are  sick  and  for  use  once  a  week 
‘  ‘to  stay  in  health .  ’  ’  But,  warned 
the  FDA,  the  powder  is  unsafe, 
and  it  is  not  legally  marketable 
in  the  U.S.

The  Chinese  Culture  Institute 
has  opened  a  museum  shop  in  its 
new  gallery  at  276  Tremont  St. 
(next  to  the  Wang  Center  for  the 
Performing  Aits)  in  Boston. 

The  shop  carries  many  items 
not  usually  '  found  outside  of 
China,  including  porcelain 
vases,  teapots  and  figurines, 
woodblock  prints,  brocade- 
covered  albums  of  original 
paintings,  hand-painted  fans, 
replicas  of  neolithic  pottery,  silk 
rugs,  jade  carvings  and  seals, 
paper-cuts,  inkstones,  and 
hand-embroidered  ornaments. 

Gallery  hours  are  10  a. in.  to  4 
p.m.,  Mondays  through  Satur¬ 
days,  or  by  appointment.  Call

better  apartments  elsewhere  in 
the  city. 

The  agreement  between  the 
owners  and  the  tenants  were 
signed  in  court  before  a  judge. 
Some  of  the  settlement  money 
will  be  donated  to  the  Legal 
Services  Institute  to  help  tenants 
elsewhere.  Most  of  the  money, 
however,  has  been  placed  in  a 
trust  fund  which  may  later  be 
used  by  the  tenants  to  purchase 
a  house. 

The  Task  Force  commends  the 


tenants’  ability  to  make  a  tough 
decision  in  such  a  short  time. 
They  had  to  make  compromises 
with  each  other  —  which  they 
did  —  so  that  eveiyone  in  the 
group  was  happy.

demonstrated  the  process  of 
"diffusion,”  an  analogy  for 
Asian  Americans  in  the  melting 
pot  of  the  United  States.  Using  a 
glass  of  water  (representing  the 
general  population  of  the  U.S.) 
and  a  drop  of  black  Chinese  ink, 
he  showed  how  when  the  two 
mixed  together  "there  was  no 
going  back.” 

Like  the  drop  of  black  ink 
diluted  in  the  glass  of  water, 
Asians  in  America  have  little 
choice  but  to  accept  their  destiny 
in  life  in  the  U.S. ,  Chao  said,  and 
they  have  as  much  right  as 
anyone  else  to  be  part  of  the 
American  society. 

It  is  the  responsibility  of  Asian 
Americans  to  repsond  to  the 
issues  of  the  day  within  their 
own  capabilities,  Chao  added. 


Louie,  an  activist  for  organiza¬ 
tions  such  as  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association  and 
Asians  for  Mel  King,  closed  the 
panel  discussion  by  addressing 
the  issue  of  "community.” 

"As  Asian  Americans,  we 
share  a  common  ground,  a 
status,  so  to  speak,  that  ac¬ 
companies  the  image  of  Asians 
in  America,"  Louie  said. 

And  as  people  who  share  a 
common  cause,  said  Louie,  it  is 
imperative  that  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  unite  to  overcome  the 
barriers  that  are  faced  by  all  in 
the  Asian  American  community.
